Tlfe*' rhoAt flagrant injustice in the 


interpretation of tlie Hall law has. 
been done the automobile business. 


It was understood by this ncwspa|x-r. 


by the framers of the Hall act, and 
the public generally, that the law 
would offset the sales tax upon a new 
car against the amount of the state 
auto license. Thus, if the price of the 
u'ar were $500 the 2 per cent sales tax 
would be $10. and if the license hap- 
pened to he $10, then the net sales 
lax would be /ero. 


Some allowance had to be made on 


large capital purchases such as auto- 
mobiles —or the automobile business 
vould be extinguished in many Ar- 
kansas cities, a saving of $10 or $15 
being sufficient to send the purchaser 
from Hope to Tcxarkana.

ting star of Connie Marck's forces, hit 
a home run with Lou Gehrig on base 
in the first inning to give the Amer- 
icans a lead they never surrendered. 


That was all the start required by 


the team of Mickey Cochrane of De- 
troit. Mel Harder, pitching before the 
"hrme folks" of Cleveland 
mostly, 


took care cf the rest of it allowing the 
National Leaguers one harmless hit 
tnd no runs in the final three in- 
nings: that he worked. 


Gomez, Harder and Foxx. who also 


drove in another run. received a tre- 
mendous ovation as they left the field 
at the Cleveland Stadium from one 
of the five largest crowds in the his- 
tory of baseball—a crowd that didn't 
come up to its early promise of a rec- 
ord-breaker, but one that
